In 1957, 
she won one of the many distinctions of her own: the Home- 
makers Forum awarded her a silver bowl as "the nation's ideal 
wife."

YOUR DENTAL 
HEALTH 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


Some months ago I had an 
abscessed t o o t h extracted, 
and after, when it didn't hurt 
and hardly bled, I knew it 
was too good to be true. A 
few days later, while I was 
reading" to my little son. I 
s u d d e n l y felt weak and. 
couldn't finish. My MD as- 
sured me my heart was 
O.K.. but a blood test showed 
that I had anemia, a condi- 
tion I still have. 


Do you think the poison 


from my a b s c e s s e d tooth 
went through my system and 
caused my a n e m i a?—Mrs. 
Alfred P. 


ANSWER: I've never heard 


of any tooth extraction caus- 
ing any type of anemia. It 
must have been sheer cpin- 
cidence for you to develop 
symptoms of this blood dis- 
ease after you had your tooth 
taken out. 


Think back. Could you not 


have had some prior warn- 
ing symptoms, maybe not as 
dramatic as you describe? 


As for poisons from an ab- 


scessed 
tooth getting into 


your blood stream and reach- 
ing all your vital organs- 
well that's just about what 
happens. 


Soon after extraction of an 


abscessed tooth there is a 
sharp increase of bacteria in 
the blood stream. Some of 
the increase is due to dis- 
turbing the'.-abscess in the 
process of r e m o v i n g the 
tooth, and some from the 
large, raw, open wound that 
remains from the extraction. 
This bacterial increase in 
/the blood is called bacter- 
emia. 


The body responds to bac- 


teremia by dramatically in- 
creasing the number of white 
blood cells to fight the bac- 
teria and aid in removing 
them. During this period an 
i m b a l a n c e exists in that 
there are more white cells 
than red. but this is a rela- 
tive condition and cannot be 
called anemia. 


To a p a t i e n t in normal 


health, transient bacteremia 
p r e s e n t s no real danger. 
But patients suffering from 
rheumatic heart disease, and 
some c h r o n i c debilitating 
diseases, 
such as chronic 


lung disease or d i a b e t e s , 
should be p r o t e c t e d with 
antibiotics some days pre- 
vious to the extraction and 
some days after

the weekly Gazelle and made II

—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 
—Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929-C. E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer.

Alcindor 


Will Lew 
Wind Up 
A Knick?

LOUISVILLE—(NEA)—Don't be surprised if Lew Alcin- 


dor winds up with the New York Knickerbockers next sea- 
son. 


The National Basketball Association keeps insisting that 


negotiations with Alcindor will be conducted in the usual 
businesslike manner, but just in case, it has an ace in the 
hole which it will use if the threat of losing Alcindor to the 
American Basketball League becomes a possibility. 


It is no secret that Alcindor is leaning toward the NBA. 


It also is no secret that he would prefer 
playing pro ball in New York City (his 
home town), more than anyplace else. The 
strongest point in the ABA's favor is that 
the New York Nets and multimillionaire 
owner Arthur Brown have acquired draft 
rights to Alcindor and are dangling a mil- 
lion-dollar contract and a new $16 million 
arena in Nassau, L.I., in front of him. 


So, if Alcindor and the ABA start getting 


serious in their discussions, look for the 


Mikan 
NBA to swing into action. The first move 
would be the abolition of the rule that 


prevents NBA clubs from trading first-round draft choices 
lor a year. With that roadblock wiped from the books, the 
NBA would be in a position to surpass the ABA's strongest 
bargaining point—the lure of New York. 


The maneuver would go like this: 
The Milwaukee Bucks, who have draft rights to Alcindor, 


would be free to trade him. A deal with the Knicks would 
then be worked out and Milwaukee, presumably, would 
receive a ft 
jw established players, a future draft choice or 


two, 
and a b indie of money. The Knicks would get Alcin- 


dor and he, in turn, would be playing in Madison Square 
Garden, leaving everybody happy, except the ABA people. 


The probability of such maneuvering figures to increase 


because the ABA is publicly claiming that it is pulling out 
all stops in the battle for Alcindor. On the night before the 
NCAA championship game, Alcindor was the guest of ABA 
Commissioner George Mikan at the Kentucky Colonels- 
Minnesota Pipers game in Louisville's Convention Center. 


He brought along his father, teammates Sidney Wicks 


and Curtis Rowe, and former teammate Lucius Allen and 
they were all escorted by Mikan into the Minnesota dress- 
ing room after the game. Alcindor talked for a half-hour 
with Minnesota's Connie Hawkins, an old New York City 
friend, and Hawkins told him, among other things, not to 
take the ABA lightly. 


Mikan, himself, had a long talk with Alcindor and says 


the ABA's chances of landing him are better than most 
people think. 


"Money is no problem," he says. "We can match any 


financial ofler the NBA makes to Alcindor. We're also 
offering him a chance to play in his home town in a brand 
new arena 20 miles from Times Square. We will do any- 
thing to get Lew because we feel he will do for us what 
Joe Namath did for the American Football League. We 
are in the same situation the AFL was in before it landed 
Namath. Now look at that league." 


Alcindor remains noncommittal about his future. Right 


after the NCAA title game, he flew back to New York with 
his father while the rest of the UCLA team returned to 
Los Angeles. "I'm going home for a litle vacation," he 
said, but would not confirm a report that he plans to meet 
with the Nets' Brown during the respite. 


Alcindor's father, a New York transit policeman who 


spent the NCAA championship game playing trombone In 
the UCLA band, says Lew Isn't going to rush into any- 
thing. "I know he wants to play in the NBA," he says, 
"because it has all the great players. But I also know he 
wants to come home to Now York. He's just going to wait 
and sec what develops." 


What is sure to develop is some shrewd advice from 


Alcindor's advisers, and an eventual showdown between 
the leagues. Financially, the ABA is in the thick of things, 
hut if Alcindor and his consultants insist upon a Milwaukee- 
to-New York maneuver, and get it, the NBA will get him, 
Art Brown and his millions notwithstanding. 


All the NBA must decide is which has more importance, 


Lew Alcindor or the rulebook?

Mars Has Some 
Water, Claim 
Scientists 


By DONALD H. HARRISON

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


Scientists studying light reflect- 
ed from Mars report "definite 
and conclusive" evidence of wa- 
ter in the red planet's atmos- 
phere, Indicating the possibility 
of life. 


Mars is so dry, however, that 


only the driest deserts of Earth 
or peaks like Mt. Everest com- 
pare. 


Dr. Ronald Schorn of the Jet 


Propulsion Laboratory said he 
is convinced after five years' 
observation there is enough wa- 
ter in Mars' atmosphere to fill a 
lake a mile wide, a mile deep 
and a mile long. 


"If you took all the water we 


found, and laid it out on the 
planet, it would be only one- 
1,000th of an Inch thick," he 
said Monday night. "It still may 
not be a great place to live but 
there's a chance of life there." 


Schorn and Steven Little of 


the University of Texas made 
their observations through the 
86-Inch telescope at McDonald 
Observatory at Fort Davis, Tex. 


Schorn said the scientists pho- 


tographed 
the 
spectrum of 


Mars' atmosphere with infrared 
film. The spectrograph photo 
showed the presence of water in 
the planet's cloud cover, he 
said."There's hardly a place on 
earth with that low a humidity 
reading," he said. "The only 
place I could think of is the top 
of Mt, Everest, There's more 
water on Earth's deserts than 
on Mars." 


So far, there Is no way to 


measure whether some portions 
of Mars have more water than 
others, he said. But with a new 
107-inch telescope now in use, 
the scientists expect to look at 
smaller regions of the planet. 


"We'll be able to see If this is 


locaiized^whether some areas 
of Mars are more capable of 
sustaining life than others," the 
astronomer predicted. 


Schorn said photographs by 


the Mariner spacecraft now ap» 
proaching Mars will help to 
solve that question. 


Since 1948 scientists have had 


evidence that the planet's white 
polar caps, which change size 
with the seasons, consist of ice 
an Inch or two thick. Atmos- 
pheric water vapor has been 
thought possible put never be* 
fore detected spectroscopicaUy.

Heavier and 
more sophisticated, the new spacecraft also will approach 
closer, 2,000 miles from the Martian surface compared with 
Mariner 4's 6,000 miles.

time estimate after Secretary of 
the Army Stanley R. Resor told 
the Senate 
Armed 
Services 


Committee Tuesday that "a de- 
liberate rather than a hasty 
timetable" is the best way to 
avoid the difficulties that fol- 
lowed World War Jl and Korea. 


"We are therefore planning 


now, 
Is a much more detailed 


and orderly manner than at any 
time previously for actions to be 
taken when hostilities decrease 
to a level at which the Sooth 
Vietnamese no longer require 
the assistance of our own com- 
bat troops," Resor said. 


The planning involves not only 


the removal of the 360,000 Army 
troops and billions of dollars 
worth of arms and equipment, 
but also their repositioning la 


the United States and elsewhere 
"to meet worldwide commit- 
ments," as Resor phrased it. 


The Army staff also must

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Millions In 
Tribute To 
Eisenhower

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Mil- 


lions mourned the passing af 
Dwight D. Elsenhower today at 
the beginning of a majestic final 
tribute before a train carries 
him slowly home to the Kansas 
plains. 


Private services for the fami- 


ly were planned In a cloistered 
chapel of the Washington Na» 
tional Cathedral as a personal 
prelude to the ceremonial fare* 
well that will last five days. 


Elsenhower, who led history's 


mightiest Army to victory In 
Europe in World War n and his 
nation through eight years of 
shaky but unbroken peace, died 
Friday after an epic 11-month 
siege of repeated heart attacks. 


As tributes to the 18-year-old 


former president poured in from 
the palaces and parliaments of 
the world, it was the mayor of 
Eisenhower's adopted home of 
Gettysburg, Pa., who perhaps 
said it for all: 


"Although I was expecting It, 


it still caused great sadness/' 
said William G. Weaver. 


President Nixon, whom Elsen- 


hower lived to see in the White 
House, went into the seclusion 
of his Camp David, Md., retreat 
after saying, "We have lost a 
great leader, a great friend and 
a great man." 


Nixon will 
return Sunday 


when the body is borne by 
horse-drawn caisson through the 
streets of Washington to lie in 
state beneath the dome of the 
U.S. Capitol. 


President Charles de Gaulle 


of France will head the proces- 
sion of perhaps 100 foreignlead- 
ers expected to pay final re- 
spect to Eisenhower at a solemn 
state funeral in the Washington 
National Cathedral Monday.

"For,me, I see disappear with 


much sadness a dear companion 
in arms and a friend," said De 
Gaulle, also 78. 


"A giant of our age is gone," 


said Lyndon B. Johnson, now 
one of two surviving ex-Presi- 
dents. 


The other, Harry S. Truman, 


now 84 and in frail health, said 
despite his political feuds with 
Eisenhower after World War n, 
"We were comrades in arms 
and I cannot forget his services 
to his country and Western civi- 
lization." 


Through all the praise for El- 


senhower ran the common re- 
frain—victor In war, man of 
peace.

successive terms— Eisenhower, 
with his warm smile and simple 
words, brought reassuring confi- 
dence to a nation beset with 
Cold War crises and won as just 
plain "Dee" a place in the 
hearts of millions.
